Tree Albnins. 

j fiovel and Instructive collection is 
that of bark, leaves and blossoms of 
trees. There are very few boys who 
have more tbati a passing acntiaiiit- 
anee with the trees growing hi their 
own neiguboihood. Most hoys i:now a 
walnut tree when they see it. nut if 
-they weie to tal o a wall tinoi rii the 
Woods and attempt to n.ame me frees 
they Would not go very far hefore dis¬ 
covering their Ignorance- One way of 
learning the trees is by collecting spcc- 
Imeiia of bark, leaves and ino.ssonis 
and studying them. Suppose von get 
! Some pa&tcboarcl or stout paper .and cat 
it into Sheet - ij o glit ii n long 
and five wide. Give one sheet to each 
Kind of a tree and upon it pa,ste a 
piece of the bark, a leaf and a blossom, 
A piece of bark about three Inches long 
and two Inches wide would bo of good 
size. Tho blossoms should be pressed 
and dried before they are attaclied lo 
the sheet, if the leaves are small, a 
hltle twig of several leaves may be 
used. If there is anything reinarkahlc 
about the under side of the leaf, one 
leaf should be placed with the upper 
side upward. Sheets so arranged can 
be sent through tho mail, so that boys 
Scattered over the cCuntry may supply 
one another with specimens.—Ameri¬

Good Lessouvs from the Coal Strike. 


ibe great coal strike has heen a 


very costly experience for the 
country, but the lessons the Ameri¬ 
can people have learned by reason 
of it could not perhaps be master¬ 
ed in any less expensive way. 
The country had looked on rather 
indifferently at the spectacle of a 
gi'oup Of common carriers illegally 
assuming the business of operat¬ 
ing coal mines, and subsequently 
forming an agreemenb among 
themselves amounting to a method 
for monopolizing the production, 
transportation, and sale of an arti¬ 
cle of common and necessary use. 
This association of interests was 
able, first, to bring into subjection 
the independent owners and opera¬ 
tors of coal mines; next, to obtain 
arbitrary profits by increasing the 
cost of coal to all consumers. 
Pinaily, ft attempted to put the 
labor of the coal-mining regions 
into a position of virtual .servitude; 
—that is to say, into a position 
where the employer should dictate 
to the worker the price at which 
the worker should sell his 'labor. 
Such-a-stituation is intolerable In a 
free country. The first step to¬ 
ward relief was fought suece,ssful- 
ly by the United Aliners who un¬ 
dertook to vindicate the principle 
that in the making of contracts of 
employment each side is entitled 
to a hearing. The miners were 
not claiming any right to control 
the business of the operating com¬ 
panies. They were simpjy claim¬ 
ing the right to have something to 
say about the market price and 
other conditions of mine labor. 
The trust managers have, many of 
them, come into places of large 
power and responsibility by sud¬ 
den methods that remind one of 
Arabiajt Nights tales; and It is not 
strange that here and there such 
men should be so much intoxicat¬ 
ed by success as to be arrogant to- 
ward certain, other forces in the 
community with which they have 
not as yet had full opportunity to 
measure their relative strength. 

The coal strike has begun to teach 
them that organized labor can, 
when necessary, make a very 
Slrong stand against organized 
capitaJ f and that the strongest 
foice of all IS the public opinion of 
the country, to which the agencies 
of government must sooner or 
later re.spond,--IieviGW of Beviews 
for January.
